CHANGE MADE IN REGULAR 
TICKET OF ACTORS’ EQUITY 


Ethel Barrymore Accepts Nomination for Vice- 
Presidency in Place of Wilton Lackaye—John 
Emerson Committee Takes Step After 
24 Hours’ Notice Is Given Latter 


New York, May 3.—Miss Ethel 
Barrymore accepted the nomination 
for vice-presidency on the regular 
ticket of the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion, which is headed by John Emer- 
son as candidate for the presidency, 
when it was tendered her yesterday 
by the nominating committee. 

The name of Wilton Lackaye, which 
ticket as candidate for the vice-presi- 
dency, was withdrawn, the committee 
cy, was withdrawn, the committee 
states, owing to Mr. Lackaye’s fail- 
ure to accept the nomination which 
was offered him three weeks ago. It 
was necessary for the committee to 
nominate a candidate for the vice- 
presidency at once in order to include 
the candidates’ names in an official 
bulletin of the regular ticket to be 
sent to Equity members thruout the 
country. Further delay in sending 
out this bulletin would -have rendered 
it impossible for members at a dis- 
tance from New York to learn of the 
regular nominations in time to ex- 
ercise their constitutional right of 
nominating an independent ticket if 
they desired. The statement sent out 
by the nominating committee last 
night (Sunday) read as follows: 

“The regular ticket for the forth- 
coming election of the Actors’ Equity 
Association as first agreed upon by 
the nominating committee contained 
the names of John Emerson for presi- 
dent and Wilton Lackaye for vice- 
president. Mr. Lackaye was notified 
at once of his nomination, as were the 
nominees for other offices and for 
members of the Council. All the 
nominees were requested to reply 
promptly as to whether they would 
accept their respective nominations, 
and replies were promnotly received 
from all except Mr. Lackaye. After 
waiting several days a second noti- 
fication wag sent to Mr. Lackaye and 
sill no answer came. As the time 
was now getting very short, a third 
letter was sent to Mr. Lackaye, asking 
for an iinmediate reply in order that 
a bulletin might be sent to all mem- 
bers of the association announcing 
what the personnel of the regular 
ticket would be in order that any who 
might not approve of this ticket 
should have an ovvortun'ty to name 
an independent ticket of their own 
choosing, as the constitution provides 
that any fifteen members who dis- 
approve of the regular ticket shall 
have the right to nominate a ticket 
of their own. 

“To this letter Mr. Lackaye made 
a reply to the effect that he was not 


prepared to state whether he would 
accept the nomination for vice-presi- 
dent or not, and suggesting that the 
committee wait two weeks longer for 
his definite answer. It was obvious- 
ly impossible for the committee to ac- 
cept this suggestion, as it would have 
held up for two weeks the bulletin 
announcing the regular ticket, and 
would have worked a great injustice 
to those outside New York, as it 
would not have left them time to put 
another ticket in the field should they 
choose to do so. Consequently the 
committee notified Mr. Lackaye that 
it would be impossible to wait longer 
for this decision and that if a definite 
acceptance of the nomination for vice- 
president were not received within 
twenty-four hours the committee 
would be obliged to interpret Mr. 
Lackaye’s silence as a refusal and 


would proceed to nominate some one 
else in his place. The committee 
waited the full twenty-four hours, 
and no reply being received from Mr. 
Lackaye the committee withdrew its 
tender of the nomination from Mr. 
Lackaye and nominated Miss Ethel 
Barrymore for vice-president in his 
stead. 

“Miss Barrymore, who is heart and 
soul for the association, accepted the 
nomination at once, and the nominat- 
ing committee feels confident that 
the regular ticket, headed as it is by 
the names of John Emerson as presi- 
dent and Ethel Barrymore as vicee 
president, will be more than accept- 
able to every loyal member of the A.

SELWYNS TO BUILD IN CHICAGO 


Two Theaters To Go Up at Dearborn and Lake 
Sts. at Approximate Cost of $2,250,000----Will 
Be Called Selwyn and Chicago—McCor- 
mick Name of Woods’ New House 


Chicago, May 1.—Some of Chicago’s 
paper theaters are turning into brick 
and concrete. The Selwyns made the 
announcement this week that they 
will build two new theaters, side by 
side, on Dearborn and cornering on 
Lake street, across the alley and north 
of the Woods Theater, to cost in the 
aggregate $2,250,000. Each theater 
will have a frontage of ninety feet 
on Dearborn and run west one hun- 
dred feet along Lake street. 

The houses will be called the Sel- 
wyn, with 1,200 seats, playing dra- 
matic and comedies, and the Chi- 
cago, with 1,600 seats, playing music- 
al comedies. The yearly rental on 
both theaters will be $45,000 and the 
lease runs 99 years. The real estate 
is valued at about $1,000,000. 


The above enterprises bring to the 
fore Robert Beck, vice-president of 
the ‘Longacre Construction Company, 
who built the Woods Theater, and 
who will build the two new Seiwyn 
houses, Mr. Beck has announced 
that he has been given orders for the 


construction of five new theaters in 
Chicago. 

The new theaters, which will open 
in August, 1921, will be built on the 
monumental type, with entrances 
faced with terra cotta and granite. 
The interiors will have a lobby across 
the entire front, leading into a prom- 
enade foyer, which will extend around 
the of each auditorium. The 
mezzanine floors will have fifteen 
loges with a promenade in the rear, 
where there will be tea, smoking and 
lounging rooms. Baleonies will be 
built close to the stage. The interior 
decorations will be in Italian, with 
imported tapestries and draperies. 

The Selwyn Theater Corporation 
leased the site on which the new 
houses will be built from the trus- 
tees of the estate of Hugh T. Dickey. 

The Longacre Construction Com- 
pany has also announced that it will 
build the new James Theater, Co- 
lumbus, O., to cost $1,000,000, and the 
new Irving Berlin Theater, New York,

“Well, I wouldn’t want to say,” re< 
sponded Mr. Loew, smiling, “but you 
can depend upon it that we would 
not select our worst houses for the 
premiere.” 


ARE SHUBERTS GOING 
INTO VAUDEVILLE? 


New York, May 3.—There seems to 
be many surface indications here that 
point to the entry of the Shuberts 
into the big time vaudeville field next 
season. Any number of vaudeville 
acts are under contract to them, in- 
cluding many who do not seem to. be 
of use in legitimate productions. 

A member of a prominent vaude- 
ville team said to a Billboard reporter 
today that he and his partner held 
a play or pay contract with the 
Shuberts for twenty weeks’ minimum 
next season.

Laurette Taylor’s Performance of “One Night in 
Rome” Meets a Riot at Garrick Theater— 
Play Stopped During Second Act— 
Cause Mystery to Newspapers 


New York, April 29.—Cables received from 
London today report that Laurette Taylor, who 
opened at the Garrick Theater there last night 
in “One Night in Rome,’’ was ‘ie victim of 
disturbances in the gallery, which necessitated 
her stopping the play during the second act, 
the curtain being rung down soon after its 
start, 

The beginning of the disturbance came soon 
after the first act opened, when some of the 
gallery occupants shouted that they couldn't 
fee the stage because of the low ceiling. This 
seemed to be good-humored for the most part, 
and at the conclusion of the first act Miss 
Taylor addressed the audience and said that 
the reason the ceiling was low was because 
it had been built in America, ‘“‘where we are 
accustomed to do things cn a small scale.” 
This caused much laughter, 

The real disturbance came in the second act, 
when Barry Baxter was playing the fiddle 
in a little burlesque Roman scene. Violent 
abuse was hurled at him and pennies and 
candy were thrown on the stage. At this point 
: Miss Taylor came on the stage and told the 
house that those who could not see could ex- 
change their gallery seats for orchestra seats 
for another night. Charles B. Cochran, Lau 
re‘te Taylor’s manager, announced that he 
would ring down and have a real first night 
some other evening. 

This stirred up a lot of ehouting, some 
wanting the play to go on, and one voice 
being distinguished, yelling, “‘Go back where 
you came from.”” Miss Taylor broke down and 
sald to the audience, ‘‘This is not like Eng-

hour week to artists. Firms doing circus, the- 

d atrical and burlesque paper are determined not 
to give in. The Donaldson Lithograph Company 
of Newport, Ky., has twenty-eight men out of 
thirty-eight of the artists who struck. The 
firm is breaking in new men and is keeping its 
presses running. The Strobridge Lithograph 
Company of Cincinnati,, the Erie Lithograph 
Company of Erie, Pa., and the National En- 
graving Company of Chicago report that they 
are all taking care of their circus contracts. 
Billboard space is so scarce this season that 
most of the shows are using less lithography 
and more newspaper space than in previous 
seasons. The poster artists tried to force the 
circus men to patronize a Cleveland house by 
not permitting their men to make circus plates 
for houses that had not granted the forty-fonr- 
hour week. The Amalgamated Lithographers’

' want, however, an increase of $15 per week’ for 
all wen in its teades, which will surely mean 
an increased cost per sheet to users of paper of 
this character if the increases are granted.

CABLES F ROM LONDON TOWN

MUSIC HALL ARTISTES WIN CONCFSSIONS 
FROM MINISTRY OF TRANSPORT 


The sectional action of the Music Hall Artistes, the Railway Association 
and the Touring Managers’ Association, without the assistance of the Enter- 
tainments’ National Industrial Council. resulted in a successfullv arranged 
deputation, on April 29, to Sir Arthur Nield, Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Ministry of Transport. It was introduced by Sir Walter De Frece, but several 
other important (?) people butted in, amongst whom were Messrs. Stoll and 
Williams, chairman and secretary of the Council. 

The Music Hall delegation made the most effective point that the with- 
drawal of the three-quarter fares hurt individual vaudeartistes, and the sud- 
den cessation of twenty-five years’ custom affected contracts, based on the 
assumption of its continuance. These arguments proved winners, and the 
Ministry of Transport revoked the order of cancellation, which should have 
commenced May 1, until June 30, when it is hoped it will be continued in its 
present or some other form. 

In addition the Ministry of Transpo gave back the privileges of free 
truck for parties of ten and over, which was cancelled January last, this to cen- 
tinue until the government returns the railways to the owners in August, 1921. 

On and after June 1 next vaudeartistes are allowed prewar luggage, 168 
pounds, free instead of the present 100 pounds. Vaudeartistes have thus 
demonstrated the inefficiency of the machinery of the Industrial Council in 
cases of real urgency, and in future will take the initiative in all matters with- 
out reference to the Council, inasmuch as the Variety Artistes’ Federation 
acted from April 14, according to Council rules, until the Music Hall Rates As- 
sociation, in desperation, took matters into its own hands with gratifying re- 
sults. 

The liberty of action policy of the labor section in its solidaritv has won 
a majority decision on the Industrial Council, so much se that managers are 
themselves persuading Percy Baynham Broadhead and his followers to accept 
the labor amendment 


DEMONSTRATION STOPS LAURETTE TAYLOR’S SHOW 


A regrettable demonstration from the Garrick gallery caused the abandon- 
ment of Laurette Taylor’s show after the first act on April 29. Demonstrators 
allege that the scenic arrangements precluded a clear vision of the stage, but 
Charles B. Cochran opines it is the result of his anti-German propaganda, whilst 
others suggest it is a Sinn Fein move to create bad blood between English and 
Americans. Miss Taylor will attempt to present the production again on 
May 3.

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} ROAD SHOWS 


Present Many Problems to the 
Producer—Ernest J. Carpen- 
ter Talks of His Experiences 


——- 


“Today if I were to revive the one-time 
phenomenal road show successes—‘At Cripple 
Oreck’ or ‘A Little Outcast’—they wouldn't go 
at all,’* said Ernest J. Carpenter, well-known 
prodacer of the one-night-stand show. 

“The country and town people don’t want 
melodrama any more. They want drama; some- 
thing that they have heard about; a book play 
for imstance, and musical shows. The latter is 
doing the big road business today. More knowl- 
edge and experience is required to put over a 
road show than a Broadway production. 

“With good judgment on the part of a pro- 
ducer in the eselection of a piece to insure fa- 
vorable approval of the New York press, and 
with an investment, say of $20,000, covering 
production cost and initial expenses, one may 
have -no particular knowledge of the show busi- 
pess and yet sueceed handsomely on Broadway. 

“Not so easy, however, for the producer of 
the road show, or the one-nicht-stand show. 
He must know the particular localities of the 
people who will patronize certain kinds of 
shows thru a familiarity with their various 
tastes for entertainment, which can only be 
gained by years of experience in traveling over 
the territory. 

“For instance, I put out ‘The Captain and 
the Yids,’ a musical cartoon comedy, in New 
York State, Bastern Pennsylvania and Michigan, 
Business was tremendous, but when I struck 
Illinois and Wisconsin and the entire South 
business was dead for that particular play, be- 
cause “The Captain and the Kids’ was originally 
a German play called ‘Hans and Fritz and Mrs, 
Katzenjamer,’ which the American element was 
keen to observe. iad I remained in the Ger- 
man sections I would have cleaned up on it. 

“We had $10,000 invested in posters before 
the war, and on account of the advance price in 
paper we thought we could use them up by 
cross-lining the title, ‘Hans and Fritz,’ to read, 
‘The Captain and the Kids,’ which proved poor 
economy. ‘I soon got onto it, however, and we 
made a hasty retreat. Some managers would 
have remainefi and lost more. 

“A crop failure in Towa spells disaster for 
the road show. I look up the crop reports early 
in the summer, and if wheat is quoted at three 
dollars a bushel i decide that the country is 
prosperous. I avoid localities in Pennsylvania 
where coal mine strikes or other labor disturb- 
ances are active. I have booked shows South 
to avoid the severe winters and the railroad 
tieups and worked my way ‘North toward spring’ 
I’ve gone to Canada in the summer and worked 
my way back to avoid the intense heat, when 
people don’t like indoor entertainment. 

“I have had as many as eight and ten melo- 
dramas and other shows on the road at one 
time during a period covering ten years. ‘At 
Cripple Creek,” ‘A Little Outcast,’ ‘Woman 
Against Woman,’ ‘Why Girls Leave Home,’ 
“Ikey and Abey,’ ‘Quo Vadis,’ ‘Forty-five Min- 
utes From Broadway’ and ‘The Blue Mouse’ 
were among my most successful productions in 


those days. This season I have only one mu- 
sical play out, ‘So Long, Mary.’ 
“It's becoming more and more difficult to 


get a road success without the thoroly syndicated 
advertising of its previous New York 
They apparently have a better chance for the 
one-night stands. The people seem to have con- 
fidence in the play of which they have 
have been told. 

“If a manager would expend the same amount 
of energy and work all the strings for a Chi-

more theatergoers and the condition of the 
country is prosperous. 

“It’s almost impossible ~to get a Saturday 
night booking in one-night stands, because the 
theater owners make more money on a picture 
or small road company, which they can‘ get ount- 
right, than they can make on a big play with 
us on percentage, because of the advance in 
wages for the extra stage hands te handle lots 
of scenery. 

“The $35 paid to the chorus girl today is 
really not enough. It costs her $4 a day to live 
on the read, but, of course, she gets her ex- 
perience. The last year was the most prosperous 
for road shows. The laborer gets $8 a day, and 
he buys the best seat—no more gallery seats 
for him. 

“In all my experience I’ve had very little 
bad Iuck. Once, 1 recall, while in Iowa pre- 
senting a Shakespearean star in Richard II, 
with a company of nine people, including the 
manager, we struck poor luck, playing to $30 
and $40 a night, and at the end of the first 
week we found ourselves saddled with an ad- 
dition to our company of three portly rube 
landlords, who held our I. 0. Us. for unpaid 
board. They paid their own railroad fares and 
were a great assistance in helping to load and 
unload baggage. We kept them good natured 
by promising to liquidate at each date played, 
but bad luck continued. They finally became 
fractious and threatened to close us up, and we 
again pacified them by promising the entire 
receipts of a Labor Day matinee to be given in 
Ottumwa, Ia., where the landlord trio awaited 
breathlessly, when at about one o'clock there 
was a downpour of rain that continued until 
the time for the performance with only three 
paid admissions in the house, and we decided 
to call the matinee off. 

“This time the landlords held another indig- 
nation meeting and attached a sheriff to our 
already top heavy company. While they were 
attempting to take the scenery (five or six 
drops) I called their attention to a rainbow, 
which had made its faint appearance, promis- 
ing them the receipts of the night performance, 
at which we took in $900, and the three land- 
lords went on their way rejoicing. They were 
a good sort. They bought meals for the actors, 
No one in the company had aq dollar.’’ 

During the war Mr. Carpenter served as cap-

BRANDON TYNAN 


Will Not Desert the Legitimate 
Field, He Says—Is Optimis- 
tic Over Outlook for 
the Drama

“Do I expect to continue in the musical end 
of the profession‘after all these years with Ibsen 


and dear old Joseph and all the lovely parts I 


have portray I don’t think I could ever de- 
sert the Jegitimate field,’’ sald Brandon Tynan, 
president of the Catholic Actors’ Guild, ‘but it 
was a novel and profitable experience to try my 
legitimate talents in a foreign sphere and to 


jJearn that they would be so kindly received, 

“Will the invasion of the motion picture 
field hurt legitimate production? 1 think it is 
purely a business move on the part of managers 
of motion picture interests to save themselves 
from paying out the enormous amounts necessary 
to secure plays or Br mdway successes, or 
course it will have a dangerous tendency to 
make the playwright write his play with a 
siew to its ultimate purpose—a ecreen produc- 
tion. The exorfiitant prices paid for plays has 
brought this condition about. 

“Those who have been responsible for these 
big prices paid for screen rights could not have 
been thinking solely in the interest of preserv- 
ing the spoken drama in its highest form,” con- 
tinued Tynan. ‘‘Personally I believe the spoken 
ma will always have its place with painting 
in the arts, and no photograph, however great, 
will replace them. There is no reason for any- 
one to grow morose over a theater that in one 
season bas given us such wonderful productions 
as ‘Richard III,* ‘Beyond the Horizon,’ ‘Jane 

g.’ ‘Abrabam Lincoln,’ Declasse’ and ends 
with a Sothern and Marlowe revival of Shake- 
spearean plays. In the olden days we didn’t 
average any detter. 

“Do I think a screen impersonation can exert 
magnetism over an audience? I think a man 
expresses himself far more with his voice and 
the twinkle in his eye. His personality, his 
soul, is expressed thru. the eye and thru the 
voice, thru the half expressed thought, the 
sigh, the exlamation that has wrung and broken 
your heart. 

‘How can you get to the inner depths of a 
man by means of photography? Where would 
be the art of Henry Irving with his physical 
eccentricities that would overshadow all his 
genius in a motion picture? “Mansfield would 
have been ashort, dumpy man. Garrick’s un- 
symmetrical face, how would that have photo- 
graphed? Good art always comes out for a 
hearing. 

“There’s no conspiracy against art—never has 
been and never will be. Take the most com- 
mercial manager in our profession. He wouid 
personally rather present a fine work than a 
poor one and I’m not for censuring him because 
he thinks his business, like all business, should 
be run for profit instead of loss. Why don’t 
some of the people who are for art alone en- 
ter the theater seriously and by their example 
put an end to a condition they heartily condemn? 

“The theater today is more vital in my opin- 
jon than in any period of its history. True 
there is much in a theater we would wish 
were not there, but there is also much in life 
that we wish were not there, and the taste of 

I ec is reflected in its drama. The thea- 

ist place to express an idea and it 

een accused of originating one. So 
blame not the mirror if you do not like your 
countenance. 

“What influence upon the drama do I an- 
ticipate for the Catholic Actors’ Guild? The 
modern drama was born in the church, but 
during the last quarter century there has been 
a tendency in the literature of the theater to 
present the drama of ideas and the drama of 
senses, which, of course, eventually ends in 
sensuality. This tendency to specialize and to 
analyze everything has also brought about the 
drama of propaganda, and where propagd@&da 
begins art ends. .

New York,-May 3.—<A: large and influential 
committee of over eighty of the Lambs, Green 
Room Club, The Players and the rank and file 
of the Actors’ Equity Asvoclation waited on 
Wilton Lackaye at his home tonight and 
tendered him the nomination on the Indepen 
dent Ticket, as president for the Actors’ 
Equity Association. William J. Kelly acted as 
chairman of the delegation and read first a 
list of over 600 actors, who begged Mr. Lack- 
aye to accept the nomination. Then various 
representative actors spoke, and added their 
voices to the written request. 

Mr. Lackaye, in return, made the 
stujement: “To my fellow members of the 
Actors’ Equity Association: In response to 
your spoken requests, and to the written de- 
mands of a large, influential and representa- 
tive body of members of this organization, with 
due modesty I accept the nomination of presi- 
dent, which you have so kindly tendered me, 

“You will bear me witness that I did not

New York, May 3.—The show at the Palace this afternoon was a very 
excellent vaudeville entertainment, the only bad act being the headliner. The 
rest allshoaved talent and variety, the very life and being of vaudeville. 


The Four Bards opened. These men have held their position. as sterling 
acrobats for many years. They do an act that makes the audience exclaim 
at its daring, and are fine, finished performers. For a finish they do a double 
leap to the hands that is most spectacular. A hit of a most unusual size for 
opening position. Eight mirutes. 


Wilbur Sweatnam was second. He plays the clarinet, assisted by a pianist 
andadrummer. Yes, at one time he plays two and three clarinets simultane- 
ously. He is a most skillful performer on the instrument. It may be judged 
how skillful he is when it is told that he plays the finale from Sarasate’s 
“Gypsy Airs” without a slip. This is hard enough on the violin. It must be 
extremely difficult on the clarinet. Sweatnam introduced a novelty by play- 
ing the bass clarinet, the first time this reviewer has even seen the instrument 
used in vaudeville. He was a big hit and most welcome as a novelty. Twelve 
minutes. 


Bert Errol was third. He is a female impersonator who can impersonate. 
He looks like a woman and sings better than most of the female singles ‘heard 
at the Palace. He introduces a few comedy touches that win laughs and is 
never offensive. Errol’s songs range from popular melodies to Arditi’s “Il 
Bacio.” He made a big hit with “The Bellis of Saint Mary’s,” a sterling song 
of unusual merit. For an encore he displayed a costume that was gorgeous, 
and when he doffed his wig at the finish the whole house acclaimed him a 
success. Seventeen minutes. 

Frank Wilcox and Company were next in a farce by Vincent Lawrence, 
called “S. S. H.-H.” This enlists the services of six people and is worth it. A 
funnier sketch has not been seen at the Palace in years. It was not a laugh 
from start to finish—it was a yell. Mr. Lawrence has made a model vaudeville 
sketch and Wilcox and his company play it to perfection. It is too bad that 
the set given them was not better. The Mise-En-Scene is supposed to repre- 
sent a room in a millionaire’s house. If any millionaire had such a room in 
his house the local board of health would get after him. The walls were greasy 
and filthy in spots, and the set—well, the act was just as good as the set was 
bad. That is an absolute superlative. Seventeen minutes. 

Evelyn Nesbit followed. She is assisted by Sammy Weston and Eddie 
Moran, but needs a lot more than this to put her act over. What that is, is 
talent. Without a knowledge of the rudiments of singing, dancing and acting, 
she tries to do all three and fails miserably. It is a reflection on vaudeville 
artists of merit to headline an act containing so little talent. The act is billed 
as being written by Lee David. Mr. David indignantly disclaimed this, and 
we don’t blame*him. Neither the vehicle nor Miss Nesbit is in the big-time 
class. Eighteen minutes. 

Topics of the Day was next. One of the gags flashed was: Woman—“Tal- 
cum Powder, Please.” Drug Clerk—“Mennen’s?” Woman—“No. Wimmen’s.” 
Fifteen years aco this reviewer, having little sense, sprang that gag in an 
amateur minstrel show, and was abused for it by his little playmates for years 
after. To resurrect this now is a punishment indeed. Man who resurrected 
this one should be made to tell it to his friends. 

Harry Carroll and Company followed intermission. The act is much im- 
proved this week. The players are much more at home in it, and the intro- 
duction of two new numbers for Grace Fisher has lifted it a lot. It is still long, 
but the audience liked it and applauded vociferously at the finish. It was with- 
out doubt the biggest hit of the bill. Carroll is doing a buck dance this week. 
He does it well, tho he does kid about it. Forty-six minutes. 

Victor Moore, assisted by Grace Carr and Company, was next. He wasa 
riotous hit. Here is a case of talent plus. With an act that has served him for 
many years and must have been seen by most of the audience, he just tore 
things loose. Laughs and roars were his reward, and he deserved them all.

The number 
of prominent citizens who are lending support 
to the movement is increasing every day, and 
among them are seen the names of Many sena- 
_tors, deputies, writers of great repute and uni- 
versity professors, — 

The Society maintains that theatrical agents 
are not only useless but harmful to lyric anc 
dramatic art. The artists an impresario en- 
coges through an agent are, very often, not 
the best that can be had, but thos¢ who will 
pay the largest commission. i 

Cne of the leaders stated, “The parasite 
acents who have been waxing fat on us for 
s» many years must disappear. We have our 
ovwtn bureau of employment within the society. 
This bureau is supported by a small.application 
foe and !t does not demand any commission of 
the artists, 

“In this manner we are solving the urgent 
problems. First, we ate increasing the art’s‘s* 
income, an@ second, we are redeeming. art from 
the commercialism to which the agents had 
subjecte* it.” } 


Read this carefully, as it surely sounds as if I were making a speech 
in Rome, 


What have the Managers and Agents to say now? For years they 
have been stating publicly and privately that | invented all my remarks; 
that the Actar had no grievances; that my arguments about commission 
and Agents were false, and that no such evil conditions existed, and that 
1F SUCH CONDITIONS DID EXIST, THEY WERE NECESSARY TO 
ART AND ARTISTS, necessary and good for the profession, and I was 
the only person in the whole word who was making a kick about these 
conditions and these commissions. 


AND YET, WE HAVE THE SOCIETY OF ITALIAN SINGERS IN 
ROME, USING EXACTLY THE SAME ARGUMENTS AS | USE, and 
making exactly the same statements. 


I quite agree with them when they say, “ The theatrical agents are not 
only useless but harmful to lyrie and dramatic art.” And I quite agree 
with them when they say, ‘‘The artists an impresario engages through 
an agent are, very often, not the best that can behad but thosewho will 
pay the largest commission.” 


True as that is in Rome, it is truer in New York. 


Here the act that gives the greatest “kick back,” usually gets the 
date. Here they are not satisfied with 5%, but it is 10, 15, 20 and 50%. 


Just as in New York polite arguments failed, suggestions for Arbi- 
tration Committees failed, and Italian singers have had to go to war with 
the Managers. This is always the result. 


When arguments fail, when Committees fail to receive a hearing, 
when men and women are sneered at, jeered at and flawed at, then comes 
what the above cable describes as “War.” 


After all, the so-called benefits that are being given to Actors at this 
oresent moment, it is peculiar that these men who are supposed to be 
ziving benefits to the Actor, are very careful not to say one word about 
sommissions. 


This profession will never be an Artistic success, or run as a busi- 
ness, While this state of things continues,

He will 
also bave charge and direction of the produc- 
tions and will atsist Mr. Johnson in the selec- 
tion of artiste and cooperate with him in the 
choice of repertoire and casts. 

Tuus the opera company has placed the busi- 
nes® management of the organization in the 
foreground, Mr. Marinuzzi will, in reality, 
more nearly 611 the place of the late Sig. Cam- 
panini, except that the latter’s authority in 
the organization extended to practically all of 
ite ramifications. 

Mr. McCormick stated that the lists of artists 
and the repertoire will be announced sbortly.

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CARL STASNY DIES 


Was Noted Pianist and Professor at 
New England Conservatory 


Carl Richard Stasny, famous as a planist and 
writer on musical subjects and for a quarter of 
« century professor of pianoforte instruction at 
the New England Conservatory, died suddenly 
at bis home in Roxbury, Mass., April 23, after 
an illness of but a few days. Prof. Stasny 
was born at*Mainz-am-Rhein, Germany, on March 
46, 1855. Hie father, Ludwig Stasny, was well 
known in musical circles, and young Stasny, 
when quite young, showed evidence that he 
had inberited musical talent. 

He decided when he was 17 years of age to 
devote his Ife to music and the piano and 
thenceforth devoted his entire attention to his 
career. The young musician wes brought to 
the attention of Liszt and recelved his ap- 
proval and later he spent two years at Weimar 
in intensive study of the piano with the world- 
famous masters. 

Professor Stasny toured Europe before com- 
ing to America in solo concert work and was 
recognized in France, Spain, Italy, Germany 
and England as an acknowledged authority of 
the Liszt School ‘of piano interpretation, In 
1891 he came to the United States and joined 
the faculty of the New England Conservatory. 
Theodore Thomas selected him as one of four 
pianists to play with the Thomas Orchestra at 
the World's Fair Musical Convention in Chicago 
in 1912. Prof. Stasny toured America exten- 
sively, playing with the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra, the Knetsel Quartet and the Boston 
Trio Club. He was one of the most widely ac- 
quainted musicians and numbered among his 
friends every musical artist of note in this 
country and abroad. Professor Stasny was 
always anxious to encourage and aid young 
musicians to do their best.

Florence Mascott, in- 
genue, put her numbers over with telling effect. 
Helen Tarr, prima donna, sang her way to 
favor. Hattie Beall jazzed in as an instan- 
taneous favorite, 

Gus Flaig, in natty attire, as a hotel man, 
he'd a present-giving geession with Ingenue 
Mascott. Matt Kennedy enacted the role of 
Straight man and in a duet with Prima Tarr 
proved his ability as a vocalist with “I Know 
What It Means To Be Lonesome.”’ 

Hattie Beall started something as a disor- 
ganizer of feminine congeniality by the back- 
biting method in conjunction with Prima Tarr 
and Ingenue “Mascott and created much 
laughter.

Kennedy rehearsing Cooper in ignoring women 
was a scream. The principals in a mixed fam- 
ily affair offered lines and actions that evoked 
continuous laughter. Prima Tarr, singing

one-piece athletic suits, in an imaginary canoe 
paddling line-up, made a pretty picture, 

A ‘*Wall Street’’ drop, in one, presented *Gus 
filaig as a traffic cop in a dialog with Comic 
Howard on gambling, supplemented by Soubret 
Gattie copping the cop's bankroll, likewise 
the comics in a ‘*I-can’t-remember”’ bit, fol- 
lowed by Matt's exaggerated, variegated trav- 
els and cigar to leader of orchestra, which was 
burlesqued by Cooper in a new and novel man- 
ner, Soubret Hattie, leading the girls in a 
butterfly ballet and epring dance, was out of 
the ordinary.

“As usual, Chas. B. Dillingham has put over 
a hit with ‘The Night Boat.’ He certainly has 
the knack of producing entertaining musical 
shows. ‘The Night Boat’ would have been a 
sad affair in some other manager’s hands, but 
Dillingham skilfully avoided the pitfalls and 
a clean, beautiful show is the result. The 
cast is a talented one, and Kern’s music is 
as melodious as ever. I'll be much surprised 
if ‘The Night Boat’ doesn’t run all summer.” 

“There were few things which delighted me 
more,’ continued the Playgoer, ‘“‘than the re- 
vival of ‘Floradora.’ I liked it better than the 
original production, The singing in the re- 
vival is certainly better. Eleanor Painter has 
a voice much superior to any member of the 
first ‘Floradora,’ jn my opinion. Perhaps the 
comedy was better handled originally, but the 
production of the revival is superior in every 
other respect and still retains all the charm of 
the original.

New York, May 2.—Several months ago a 
great success was predicted for ‘“‘Peggy,”” first 
published by a Western music house. 

Since then Leo Feist, Inc., bought the song 
and now ‘it is the outstanding hit of the entire 
Feist catalog, backed by one of the biggest ad. 
vertisng campaigns in the history of music 
publishing. 

Now we mention the prediction that ‘Indiana 
Moon,” published by Daniels and Wilson and 
the same firm—if we ure not mistaken—that 
first published “‘Peggy” and “Mickey,” is 
another genuine song success, 

Those Var Western publishers seem to have 
a habit of springing a surprise every now and 
then on the Eastern publishers, and these sur- 
prises »re appearing with increasing frequency. 
The Echo Music (Pu>lishing Co. of Seattle, 
Wash., first published ‘‘Egyptland,”’ an ex- 
cellent seller; Sherman, Clay & Co. published 
“Li’1 Liza Jane,” ‘Silken Veil,’’ ‘‘Rose Bloon,”’ 
etc.; Harokd Weeks of Seittle was the first 
publisher of “‘Chong,”’ “‘Cairo,’’ ang Daniels and 
Wilson of San Francisco gave us a long list of 
well-known hits. 

Their newest number, ‘‘Indiana Moon,’ has 
all the earmarks of another big success. From 
several sources, including Western jobbers, cor- 
respondence, ete., it has been learned that the 
song had not been out a week before the orders 
commenced to roll in by the tens of thousands, 
surprising dealers, jobbers and, most of all, 
the publishers. 

Charley Straight, the astute recording man- 
ager for the Imperial Piayer Roll Co., one of 
the largest piano roll manufacturers’ in the 
country and who has the faculty for picking 
hits, was the first ‘‘mechanical’? man to choose 
“Indiana Moon’? for release, and since then 
several others have followeq in quick succession, 
bas'ng their judsment, no doubt on the orders 
of the Western jobbcrs.. 

The strangest part of it all, pertiaps, is that 
this has been done with the aid of very little, 
if any, plugging. In fact, up to the present, it 
has been impossible to procure an orchestration 
of the sorg, altho they will be ready shortly 
tc meet the enormous demand for them from 
orchestras and prafessicnals, ‘Indiana Moon’* 
is already topping the Frisco firms best sel- 
lers. 

“Indiana Moon” is the composition of Oliver 
Walloce, who wrote the big song hit, “Hindu. 
stan.”” The melody of his latest effort is an 
extremely cimple one, but it has q few tricks 
in its construction that are probably responsible 
for its topreceiented success, and unless all 
figns fail it looks like one of those rare things 
—“‘rarer than a day in June’—a “natural” 
hit.

THE SONG BOOK BOY 


Ray Sherwood Says “The First Million 
. Copies Is the Hardest” 


| 

Ray Sherwood is a funny guy, not exactly 
because he is a song writer, but because he can 
hand you a laugh just by sayin’ something that 
don’t mean nothin’ in particular. 

He said that when he was a kid he used to 
make rhymes about a cat saw the rat and the 
rat saw the hat, and, when the neighbors said, 
“You are a funny little guy,’’ Ray said, ‘It 
ain’t me that’s funny, it’s the way my mother 
dresses me.” 

Ray Sherwood is the New York manager for 
The Vandersloot Music Publishing Company, of 
Williamsport, Pa., and Ray will be the boss 
of the New York office as soon as Van comes 
to New York and picks out the office and buys 
@ piano to play the new tunes on that Ray 
and a lot of other gvys have wrote, and that 
Van has had printed in Billport, Pa. 

They ain’t do doubt but that the soumbers 
that Ray has ‘‘fixed up’’ for Van will sell big, 
because Ray has wrote the songs to fit the pub- 
lic and the public is hard to fit sometimes. 

But the boy is clever, and he picked out two 
titles that would fit anybody, and they is 
“Spanish Moon” and ‘“‘Hawailan Twilight,”’ 
and the melodies is the beat they are, and Ray 
says that the “Spanish Moon’? tune is a good 
number for the cabarets, and just fits the eating 
of a Spanish omelette. In other words you can 
just play the tune once thru while you are 
ating a Spanish omelette, and then, if you want 
to eat more, you will have to order a sandwich 
while they play ‘‘Hawaiian Twilight.” 

Anyway, Ray says that ‘‘the first million 
copies is the hardest to sell.’ After that it’s 
easy. 


Ray says that “they is one hundred pages in 
The Billboard of GOOD, sensible readin’ stuff, 
and that no one but song writers should read 
anything the Song Book Boy writes," and he 
meant this for a boost for the Song Book Boy, 
thinkin’ that when paper ain't so scarce they 
would be more stuff in the paper like this. Then 
he said: ‘I guess it's a good thing that paper 
is scarce.” 

He said that as no one but song writers ought 
to read this etuff, to tell them that a song manv- 
script in a music publisher's safe pe = — 
that a souphouse waiter wrote 
called it ‘‘Where Has My Lima Been, and and tee 
a gal said to a writer, ‘‘I heard that you made

No member of the Chorus Equity can make 
an individual agreement which waives any right 
contained in the Chorus Equity salary. The 
only cause subject to change ig that referring 


to salary, the minimum salary for New York 
is $30, for the road $35, but our members can 
get as much more as they, individually, are 
capable of demanding. No less amount Can 
be paid. No other clause in the contract can 
be changed. You must have your sleepers and 
you can not, individually, decide to waive that 
right. It is your duty to your organization and 
to yourself to see that the contract for which 
you fought so hard—and so successfully—tast 
summer is not destroyed. Even tho it may seem 
that you have a temporary gain tbru making 
some change you must remember that what 
you are doling for today’s good may injure you 
and your organization for years to come. For 
instance, it has never been a custom for the 
management to pay for sleepers, and many of 
them don’t like to do it now, Well, if for this 
year you allow your manager to give you say 
$5 more a week and you agree to pay for your 
own sleepers, another and another manager 
will do this. Finally the custom of paying 
for sleepers at all will be abolished and with 
it the flecessity of paying you $5 extra to 
waive your claim for sleepers. 

Chorus Equity menibers should sené@ all com- 
munications relative to the Chorus to this office, 
135 West Forty-fifth street. Many of our mem- 
bers send their complaints to the Actors’ Bquity 
office. They are then referred here, which en- 
tails a delay. It is most important that claims 
should be placed immediately. 

Chorns Equity members whose companies 
close within a few weeks should remember the 
engagement department, which is free to all 
our members. This department has been most 
successful in placing Chorus Equity people.

They were the 
two best shows we've ever had in this house. 
Prices were dovbled and capacity business done 
the entire week.

SONG WR'TER COMPLAINS 


Moose Jaw, Sask., Can., April 20, 1920. 
To the Editor: 

I would be pleased if you would give thie 
letter prominence regarding “firms who adver- 
tise in papers, magazines, etc., asking for song 
poems, that they will set music to same and 
guarantee publishers’ acceptance.”” 

They do as they claim, which is no falsehood 
on their part, but with what success to the 
author, the poor man who pays them $40 to $50, 
thinking that his song Will be given a chance 
“to make good?’ 

Some time in the fall of last year I answered 
an advertisement in one of the magazines and 
forwarded my song poem and paid a sum of 
money, around, I think, $40, to the Broadway 
Composing Studios, New York City, to have the 
music arranged for same. Their Mr. Geo. Graff, 
Jr., wrote the music, and I must give Mr. Graff 
credit for his work, as he is very good, but a 
litt!e later I received contracts from the World 
Music Pub. Corp., 250 West 46th street, New 
York City, for the publication rights, as my 
song was submitted to them by this Broadway 
Composing Studios. I signed the contracts and 
returned them. A little later I received copies 
of my song, and to say I was surprised at the 
work done upon same is putting it miidiy. 
They were printed on just plain, white, cheap 
paper. Some of the copies had other songs 2d- 
vertised on the back, while on other copies, in 
some instances, the printing was smeared and 
ink left upon the covers. I forwarded copies 
to all phonograph and music roll houses, writing 
& personal letter with each one and asking for 
an answer. I also forwarded a copy to the 
head office of the Woolworth Stores in Canada. 
In all cases the song was returned and they 
could not consider same. None of the local 
stores would handle it as it was ‘“‘cheap stuff,’’ 
as they put it. I wrote the Broadway Com- 
posing Studios asking for the return of my 
money. This was refused. I informed them { 
would let the matter drop if the song was re- 
turned, and if not I would take the matter up. 

Now, sir, who is the World Music Corp.? I 
have never seen one copy of music put out by 
that company. Last week I received my half 
yearly royalty statement, which was nine cents, 
Has any person ever seen an edvertisement in 
serted by that company about their numbers? 
I wrote them asking if they were going to put 
out orchestrations of the number, and, if so, that 

would take some and pay for them and en- 
deavor to have the song exploited. They never 
saw fit to reply to this letter. 

I trust that you will give this a prominent 
place in your paper. Very sincerely yours,

What can be done to enhance the value of 
a song or at least te enhance its appeal is 
oftea showa by the attractive background fur- 
nished by the larger New York motion picture 
theaters, such as the Strand, the Rivoli and the 
Rialto, but they could often take lessons from 
theaters further West. 

The Newman Theater in Kansas City bas an 
especially good way of bringing out the appeal 
of a song, <8 was shown last week when 
Lioyd Garret-, a very popnlar singer, used 
“Sorter Miss You” as the feature of Lis pro- 
Gram. His cood singing and a song as good as 
that, combined, would have been enough for 
any audience, but when to that they added a 
special stage setting with an old fireplace in 
the center of the stage an? a big chair in 
front of it, it is eusily scen how the appeal of 
the song was brought home to the audience at 
once. 

The orchestra played “‘Sorter Miss You’? very 
softly. Mr. Garrett came fn, sat down in the 
chair and then sort of looked around the room 
#s one won)d when thinking of a loved one far 
away. After plnying the song thr once the 
orchestra again picked it up, very softly, and 
Mr. Gurrett just as seftiy begun the singing, 
gradvaliy swinging into the song. 

A setting cf this kind is easily put up, 
doesn’t interfere with the general arrangements 
in the theater, takes very Jittle longer than a 
song withcut a set, and certainly is much better 
liked by an audience. 


CHAUTAUQUAS AND CANADA

Unlimited Application, With Constant Rehearsals, Is the Stepping Stone to Fame 
By HARRY KELLAR | 


Success is like a lovely woman 
Wooed by many men— 
But folded in the arms of him alone, 
Who, free from overzeal, 
Cauuly persists and steadily perseveres,’* 
—Old Hindoo Proverb. 


HE human mind loves the mysteri- 
ous. The magicians’s art has long 
held popular place in the favor of the 
amusement-going public, and it is not 
only the entertainment afforded, but 
an expressed or unexpressed hope of 
discovering “how it’s done,” that has 
been the drawing magnet. 

The amateur investigator is in ev- 
ery magician’s audience, and is a fac- 
tor to be taken into serious considera- 
tion, as will be shown later on. 

In the field of magic the path to 
success is not strewn with roses, but 
it is a rough and rugged road, beset 
with tribulations and geemingly in- 
surmountable obstacles. The young 
magician, at the outset of his career, 
should not allow money greed to be- 
come a paramount factor, but rather 
he should seek by every possible 
means to advance the merit of his 
art. To become a successful magi- 
cian he must study and long, and 
practice and rehearse each trick or 
illusion unceasingly until there is no 
possibility of error and is perfect in 
every detail before he attempts to of- 
fer it to his audience. And even with 
all of th's accomplished he must bear 
constantly in mind that one element 
in human nature above referred to, 
which affects the magician more than 
any other public entertainment. At 
any performance, any time, anywhere 
—and usually when least expected— 
the unexpected happens. Some in- 
vestigator, self-appointed, to be sure, 
sees a wondrous gleam of light and 
helieves he has discovered “how it is 
done.” Look out for him and be 
ready at all times to turn his inter- 
ruption or interference to your own 
advantage if you are the magician 
he’s after. The adept performer will 
be able, almost invariably, to turn a 
threatened disaster to his own ma- 
terial advantage, 

To illustrate the foregoing, an in- 
cident that happened at*Cooper Insti- 
tute Hall, in New York, years ago 
when the famous Davenport Brothers 
were giving their dark seances. The 
pregram had proceeded to a certain 
peint without interruption, but the 
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man with the investigating mind was 
there nevertheless. The Davenports, 
@xpert in so-called spiritualistic mani- 
festations of every sort, prepared to 
begin their greatest number. A com- 
mittee was selected to go upon the 
stage and securely tie the brothers 
with many fathoms of rope fast to 
heavy chairs. They tied and retied 
them; then tied them some more. 
When satisfied that neither of them 
could move hand or foot and every- 
thing was ready Ira Davenport re- 
quested all those sitting in the front 
row of geats to join hands “in order 
to effect an electric chain,” as he ex- 
plained, but in reality to prevent any- 
one from interfering with the medi- 
ums while the lights were out. The 
lisht went out. The “securely tied” 
Ira released himself immediately, and 


—— > 
used at every performance, as an 
added attraction, and they even en- 
larged upon the original. Mr. Fay, 
securely tied to a chair and bound 
hand and foot, would call for “lights 
out.” Then instantly releasing him- 
self he would remove his coat and 
place it across his right foot, 

“Lights,” he would call, and as the 
flare was lighted (usually a bunch of 
parlor matches tied together) Fay 
would throw his right leg over his left 
knee and with the samemovement kick 
the coat far out into the audience. The 
committee found his bonds untouched, 
of course, so the spirits got the credit 
of removing his coat and hurling it 
into the front rows. The interruption 
of a too inquisitive patron was turned 
into rare advantage of the performers 
and greatly increased the business, 
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dipping his hands in ice water from a 
pitcher on a nearby table walked along 
the front row and touched the hands 
and faces of those forming the “elec- 
tric chain.” Many believed they were 
touched by the cold, clammy spirit 
hands of the long departed. When 
Ira had reached about the middle of 
the row the intrepid investigator, who 
is “always present,” grabbed him vi- 
olently by the coat. 

“I've got him! I’ve got ‘him,” he 
exclaimed in loud tones. Ira, quick 
as a flash, threw off his coat and re- 
tied himself to his chair. A light was 
called for, and William Fay, who 
was then managing the Davenport 
Brothers, struck a light. Ira was found 
in his chair securely bound hand and 
foot, just as the committee had tied 
him. 


The skeptic who had caused the 
uproar declared he had caught a me- 
dium, but Mr. Fay explained to the 
audience that the spirits had taken 
the coat off Mr. Davenport's back and 
flung it into the orchestra. For how 
could Mr. Davenport possibly get his 
coat off, much less move, when h's 
bonds were found intact and secure? 
From that performance on, thruout 
their engagement, the coat trick was 


In another case a magician used a 
new deck of cards in a Little decep- 
tion. The deck was sent into the au- 
dience and a number of persons were 
requested to draw and remember a 
card. The cards were replaced in the 
deck and placed in a glass tumbler, 
and at the call of a card by one who 
had selected it the card would jump 
out of the glass in an uncanny man- 
ner. As usual, one night, the town 
wizard was there to drop a wrench in 
Tro eed for the card 
he had selected, but the magician had 
noticed that the returned cards were 
one shy. 

“That card isn't in the deck,” in- 
stantly replied the magician, “but 
you'll find it in your own pocket.” 

The skeptic was so rattled he forgot 
to declare he had he'd it out and’ the 
audience to this day believes the ma- 
gwician’s little red devil secreted the 
card in the gentleman’s pocket. The 
effect was so pleasing to the audience 


tka sach'rarv, 


that the “missing card’ was there- 
after used as an adjunct to the de- 
ception. 


Digital dexerity, that is, mastery of 
the fingers and hands, means even 
more to a magician than to the great 
pianist. The musician's hands move to 
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the rhythm of a musical cadence, while 
the magician’s hands and fingers must 
move with lightning rapidity and with 
absolute assured certainty. A bungle 
in one trick would cause more adverse 
comment than an otherwise perfect 
evening’s entertainment could produce 
in praise. Years of practice, there- 
fore, with painstaking, even fatiguing, 
repetition, in every trick, must pave 
the way to ultimate success, 

Such master artists as Bautier de 
Kotta, Trewey, the famous French ma- 
gician; Servais LeRoy, one of the best 
in the world; Blackstone, Thurston 
and others who have made successes 
in this field, each and all spent years 
of study, practice and preparation be- 
fore attempting to offer their enter- 
tainments to the public. To earn 
quick money in this profession at its 
beginning is a step toward downfall. 
Perfection in illusion and ledgerde- 
main, intense devotion to one’s part— 
for one must love his calling in order 
to master it—are the true steps in the 
right direction. Hard work and plenty 
of it is the daily bill of fare. Houdini, 
the marvelous “escape artist,” is a 
giant for hard work, and a good ex- 
ample of what I mean. His work is 
absolutely perfect in every detail. 
Nothing that could in the slightest de- 
gree improve his work is too minute 
for his attention, and in conclusion I 
will repeat again: He who hopes to 
make money at the outset of his career 
as a magician is taking the wrong 
path. He'd best not start at all if 
his mind is fixed upon the dollar first. 
For first, last and all the time comes 
hard work, hard study, endless prep- 
aration, interminable rehearsal. Hav- 
ing accomplished all these, and like 
the good virgins, with his lamp 
trimmed and ready to burn, just one 
last suggestion, the greatest of all—a 
REAL manager.

Any nation wherein the different sections 
are continually scrapping among themselves, 
eath jealous of the other, can be called a 
nation in name only, as other powers hardly 
know which government to recognize. The 
same conditions prevail in what might be 
ealled such a small thing as an organization 
representing the contest business, be it 
formed by either the executives of the various 
events and promoters, the contestants, or 
jointiy. Unless some feel disposed to grant 
partial credit and favor to others, lay aside 
malice and jealousy—augmented to some degree 
by ego—and pull together for a common good— 
for all—it will be like a scrappy nation—no 
head to it. 


The following from Durant, Ok.: Col. R. B. 
Lemon, an extensive land owner and banker, 
and Gus Massey, prominent contest promoter, 
have leased the fair grounds at Durant for a 
period of five years for the purpose of staging 
an annnal contest. This year the event will be 
held the first four days in September, and 
already the fair grounds is undergoing a 
thoro remodeling, and a high woven-wire fence 
is being placed around the half-mile track to 
protect the patrons from injury.

will also be among the big ones in the matter 
of attendance.

Bryan Roach js some- 
what under the weather, having been suffer- 
ing from slight internal bruises since the 
Mineral Wells maiched bronk riding, and it 
is doubtful if he will compete in any of the 
events here, wishing to get into the best of 
shape for the rest of the season rather than 
compete at his own show and possibly be ont 
for the greater part of the season. Jim Mas 
sey, Tommy Kirnan and Jay Miller are stamp- 
ing bronks on the Burnett ranch and should be 
in excellent condition for the contest. 


After complimenting the adaptability and 
willingness of the professional contest hand to 
make a contest a success without al) the re- 
hearsal required by theatrical productions and 
other shows, Roscoe C. Bangs, well-known 
contest promoter, continues in a recent letter: 

e, a few of these contestants are paid 
from ten to twenty dollars per day to assist 
at some special work in the arena, but the 
average top hand depends entirely npon what 
be is able to win thru his own prowess in open 
competition in the various events. Still, they 
all seem to understand the show business, They 
are always ready when their turn is called, and 
nething is too big and nothing too small for 
them to undertake in order that the show be 
made a suecess, In staging a contest as much 
depends on the top hands as does upon the 
management itself, and too much credit can 
not be given these boys who enter the contests 
and actnally make the performance. There 
is as much difference between a contest where 
professional cowboys are used and one where 
only lecal bands participate as there is be- 
tween the ‘Follies’ staged Ziegfeld and 
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Preservo.

folk of Freeport allowed the show's manager: 
to run accounts, and some of those accounts 
it is said, remain onpaid. E. L. Clouse and 
Harry Grossman, members of the circus, bad 
attachment writs issued, the first in the sum 
of $160 and the latter in the sum of $210 
which they aver was due them as unpaid ss!- 
aries, The write were satistied, and when :' 
became known of this action a number of 
local people made attempts to collect bills 
but were unsuccessful. The equi t, it is 
stated, of the shows will not satisfy the out 
standing debts."* 

In a letter to The Billboard, sworn befo « 
a notary public at Freeport, Harry Grossma: 
writes that he sent fifty dollars to the show 
as a deposit on several privileges, with the

FILM CLUBS UNDER SUSPICION 


Department of Justice Will Help Ag- 
grieved Exhibitors 


The following notice has been sent ont by the 
organized exhibitors of Indiana. The contents 
speaks for itself: 

Notice to All Local and State Leagues and 
Individual Exhibitors: 

The Department of Justice of the United 
States has evidence that the so-called film mana- 
gers’ clubs and associations are meeting and op- 
erating contrary to the Anti-Sherman Law. The 
Government asks that every exhibitor present evi- 
dence he has that will assist the Government in 
the prosecution of producers and managers who 
have violated the law. 

The evidence desired is ‘‘original letters or 
certified copies of letters sent to exhibitors or 
managers requiring them to appear before a 
film club, affidavits of conversation or threats 
by salesmen or'managers of film companies to 
cut off service unless the rules and regulations 
of film clubs are complied with by the ex- 
hibitors,”’ ete. 

The film clubs who pass on differences or 
grievances between an individual exhibitor and 
an individual film company commit an act in 
restraint of trade, 

The evidence on hand is as follows: (Send any 
like evidence at once.) 

ist. Film managers have called exhibitors 
before their board. They have insisted upon 
settling differences between Individual ex- 
elibitors and individual film companies, with the 
film managers acting as judge and jury. 

2d. Film salesmen and managers have threat- 
ened to cut off services unless rules and regula- 
tions of tne film clubs are followed. 

3d. Where C. O. D. shipments were refused 
by an exhibitor, the balance of the film com- 
Panies have agreed to not ship service to the 
exhibitor. 


The Department of Justice will protect the 
exhibitor and prevent the formation of trusts in 
the metion picture industrr, but exhfitors mmst 
aid the Government by giving such direct evi- 
dence as they have. 

Please forward immediately to this office or 
to the Department of Justice, Washington, D. C., 
any such evidence. AI! such matter sent to us 
will be kept in strict confidence and turned over 
to the Government.

THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

Captain Swift, living in the bush country of 
Australia, ds connected with many crimes he 
did not commit. In a prolog he carries a man 
to, safety across the desert sands after a bank 
robbery had been committed in Queensland. The 
prospector, whom he is trying to, succor, dies, 
and he, being hotly pursued, changes clothes 
with the dead man and makes his escape. In 
England he moves in good society and becomes 
enamored of a banker's daughter. A _ black- 
mailing butler at Lady Seabrook’s estate knows 
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Ninety Govp Sr. 
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of the parentage of Swift, it transpiring that 
Lady Seabrook was his mother thru an earlier 
and secret marriage. She eventually learns that 
her marriage was a legal one, which removes 
the fear of claiming her son. A detective sent 
from Australia tries to capture Swift with the 
aid of the butler, and almost succeeds, when the 
banker comes to his rescue, assuming the re- 
sponsibility of securing the stolen money, which 
Swift has told him is buried on the desert. 
Realizing that at one time Swift had spared 
his life, the banker now reciprocates by dropping 
the charge, permitting him to go free and ac- 
cept the love of the English girl, who had re- 
mained faithful. 
THE CRiTICAL X-RAY 
A quiet, even-running screen drama, which lacks 
action and incident to accelerate its speed. A 
dramatic play of this caliber requires life and 
movement to register fully upon the sllver 
sheet, and, tho by no means a poor picture, ab- 
sence of strength and depth are its most con- 
spicuous faults. The hero being a crook leaves 
a bad impression upon the anditors, but played 
in the suave, nonchalant manner, so readily 
assumed by Mr. Williams, the finer qualities of 
the adventurer are brought ont and the character 
becomes likable and attractive, Likewise there 
is contrast in scenes with English high life 
fine depicted, making a wide departure from 
the earlier scenes in Australia. A high-grade 
clientele will like this picture, because the 
audacious wit of the Captain wins their admira- 
tion.

But the fervid heroine persisted in 
pursuing the poor man up to his chambers, and 
with lovesick eyes pleads for a reciprocal affec- 
tion. ‘Looking at the stautous Hilda one ques- 
tioned why she had not married ages ago and 
raised the proverbial baker's dozen of hungry 
kids. 

At least the picture has variety in presenting 
numerous characters who become tiresome and 
have little to do with the case.

‘They are both 
characteristically independent, and have always 
shown little or no regard for film industry 
precedents, being organizers of wide experience 
and with the mental independence of the news- 
paper pnblishing profession, from which they 
were recruited into pictures, 


“UNITED” AGAIN IN BANKRUPTCY 


All Sorts of Rumors Are Afloat 


The long expected has happened—United Pic- 
tures is in bankruptcy or rather has been forced 
into the bankruptcy court. An involuntary 
petition in bankruptcy against the United Pic- 
ture Theaters of America has been filed in the 
Federal Court for the Southern District of New 
York. 

The petitioning creditors are the Walker Color 
Company Inc.; the Elco Gelatine Publishing 
Corporation and Ethel Cotter. Their claims 
against the United approximate $2,000. The 
assets of the company are alleged in the peti- 
tion to aggregate the sum of $300,000, 

The gossipers on the famous corners along 
Seventh avenue talked of little else these last 
two days than the impending dissolution of the 
Tnited. A proceeding in involuntary bank- 
Tuptcy was brought against United some months 
ago, as readers of The Billboard will remember, 
At that time assets were found at the last 
moment, the creditors were satisfied and the 
proceedings were discontinued. 

All sorts of rumors were afloat. Some ‘“‘anu- 
thorities’’ claim that W. E. Greene had ob- 
tained an option on United. Other commenta- 
tors viewed the bankruptey proceedings as part 
of a plan to get the company on its feet again. 

United had been known to be in trouble for 
some time. An effort made by a reorganized 
Yoard of Directors to call upon the franchise 
holders for the immediate advance payment on 
six pictures, of which only three had a name, 
met with very little response from the franchise 
holders. The funds that had been expected 
from this move not materializing, the creditors 
became impatient, and started the bankruptcy 
proceedings. In connection with the waning 
fortunes of United, it was noted that the stock 
of the United Production Company has dropped 
from a high of 27 to a fraction below 4. Some 
of the promoters of United had tried to per- 
suade many of the exhibitors attending the re- 
organization meeting at Chicago to invest in 
U. P. stock, predicting a rise to forty or there- 
abouts, It is not believed that many of the 
exhibitors bit on this.

The many more 
people who do not care for music, but who do 
Gnd great pleasure in movies, are entitled to an 
equal opportunity to enjoy themselves without 
breaking any statute, 

“The only sound criticism of the Sunday 
Movie Bill is that it is not made comprehensive 
and applicable to other entirely proper diver- 
sions, both outdoor and indoor, that are now 
theoretically prohibited. But perhaps it is nec- 
essary in this matter to move forward one step 
at a time. 


“In the end, however, the desired further 
steps will be taken. Reforms of this kind may 
Move haltingly, but they never permanently go 
backward. The Sunday liberalizing movement 
which began jin Rhode Island will not stop 
until all Puritan Sunday laws will be sent to 
the historical scrap heap, where already lie the 
Purtan garb and cruel Puritan joylessness.””

That 
principle Jogically carried out and enforced 
(as it will be under my administration) mecns 
that not only shal] the courageous actor be 
upheld in his adherence to tne principles of 
our organization, but that the weak ones shall 
be restrained from abandon'ng by pressure 
from any source the fruits of our victory. 

“2—I believe that there should be the ut- 
most publicity of our doings, consistent with 
g00d government, and to that end I shall ad- 
vocate gq freer interchange’ of opinions be- 
tween our members, the rank and file and 
our Officials, by meetings regularly held. 

“3—I believe that with a view to the ac- 
cumulation of a strong reserve fund a period 
of economy in our financial administration 
should be instituted, so that there may be a 
proper relation between our receipts and ex- 
penditures for salaries and our administrative 
expenses. 

“4. I intend to make my administration a 
democratic administration, free from all bias, 
prejudice or favor to either the star or the un- 
known actor, based simply upon his or her mem- 
bership in the Equity Association, and to that 
end I shall advocate the greatest freedom of 
action and the largest measure of justice be- 
tween the actor and the manager. 

“And I am happy to note that the ticket 
which you have selected to support me indicates 
that you have the same belief, and wish to ac- 
complish the same end without reference to 
international or racial questions, and at what- 
ever cost to myself, pecuniary, artistic or other- 
wise, this organization, of which I was one of 
the founders, shall be devoted to the purpose 
which gave it birth—‘To protect and secure the 
rights of actors.’ And with unswerving devo- 
tion, with d@il the intelligence and ability of 
which I am possessed, and at whatever cost, I 
intend to carry out a paraphrase of the im- 
mortal words of our martyred President, that 
the government of the actors, by the actors, for 
the good of the actors, shall not perish.”” 

In a brief address afterwards Mr. Lackaye 
went further into details as te his policies and 
intentions. The committee then set to work and 
endorsed the ticket to support Mr. Lackaye, and 
resolved themselves into a Lackaye Campaign 
Committee.
